I think that Mr. Nuckols was asking for progress in submitting an 
application to HUD as to a Code Enforcement Project in the East 
Central Neighborhood. There was some talk about the Redevelop- 
ment Commission preparing the application and even administering 
the project. As it is today, the Redevelopment Commission is not 
entrusted with the duties of Housing Code Inspection and if, in some 
way, tnis could be transferred to our agency, discussions between the 
City Council, City Administration and members of the Redevelopment 
Commission would have to take place, so that I may have permission 
to spend staff time in preparing the application.
